The conrraet fOi the Postal rtorvlp." no longer exists. 
The Anglo-French Company has been compelled by 
th* unforeaeen delay of the Maicare'tmea to deacon - 
tinue tbn line hy eteem to Aden It ii due to the 
directorof thia company (Mr. Uenon) to eay that he 
hai manfully and energetically .tma-gled with diffl - 
culliea and haa aide large aaerincrs to continue a line 
which haa oonferred great benefit on th* roDamtinity 
during the past year, and haa eaiebUxhrd ihe great fact 
that a regular communis ilion Is praotioable between 
Europe and Mannciua in £il d.ya, To >fr. Menon will 
alw.y. belong the hno.iurof hiving npnned thi. line-, 
although oihetv may improve it e-ni] profit hy it. No 
one can refuae thie iribulv to that gen' lemon, and w* 
were wall pleased to learn that the Chamber of Com- 
merce recommended, and the Oovemorcnnnented, that 
no penalty ahtjuEd be exacted for any irtognlirtty that 
had lately occurred in the departure of the aeila. 

It ia very unfortunate that the lin e haa burn inter- 
rupted in the middle of the shipping eeetoa, when oar 
m.lli both waya ire of more than usual i'lipoimnct ;

Notice to that effect was 
officially ianrd, but it. waa neror complied with, 
and hat been partially a died letter. Though 
£■260,1100 baa been spent, the absolute benefit 
derived fmm the outlay has been at yet 
comparatively small. Under the tuperinmn- 
dence nf the City Engineer, tha street drains 
hare been adapted to the bew ly.tem, hut tha 
drainage of nine houeea out of ten in section A 
is in precisrly the same condition ai it was 
before the tewera were made. Hera and there 
considerate landlords or eiaeting tenantt have 
canted advuten to he taken of the opportunity 
fvr cleanliness, but tbeaa cues are compara- 
tively few and far between, though the eonir. 
quent improvement in the aneetne.t and healihi- 
nesa of the horjiea ii very great.

Dur readers wi.l notice with gratification the 
tone of His Excellent y'a reply. We have no 
wiah to tee the ( itn kriiih Gem f ki i. depart 
from that itaulrslity which it hii proper 
position. It wai prrfectly right that he should 
follow the advice of his precious MiniatiTi when 
within the lelter of the Conititulion ; but he is 
not bound by hii office tn lend himsrir to the 
paltry patstona of ignoble edvUera ; and the 
kindly ipirit of hit nots will find a response 
in the heart of every Englishman, and, if we 
miittks not, ia tha heart nf every lri-hnuo too. 



Tbe late Matoi opened up a very serious 
qaeatlo— for the consideration of the ciliiene, 
when he informed IheMunicipal Council that all 
the fundi voted for coottructing the tawerage 
works or the city bad bean eipended, while not 
mote tha— one-tenth part of the ana of the city 
had bees accommodated. The moat ei pensive 

Sariioo of the work hat bean unavoidably the 
rat to be executed. The outfall into tht fair- 
boar which U connon to tht whol* 



effect, therefore, upon the Hate of tha city at- 
mosphere, and the healthinesq of the Inhabitants 
is almost imperceptible It wat hardly worth 
while tn go to to much expense in making 
tewera ir they are not lo he generally need. 
The i- were nerer intended merely for tbe arcom- 
mod.tion of » „Ucl few, hut to be rattle 
univenally available. 

The general plan of tht city sewerage hat 
been highly commended by competent autho- 
rities, and tbe workmanship has been tppmvt J 
of. But it ia undoubtedly very coiily. Nor it 
it easy to tee how the cost can be materially 
reduced without a corresponding reduction in 
efficiency. The report! of the Health ntBcer, 
*l-o, inner how d«e ir.tblr it it that Ute purifica- 
tion of the city ihnuld not be needleatly 
delayed. Mr. Thobwtok i*yt that application 
mmt be mads to the Legislature for fresh 
assistance. Out the Oorernmen* it hard up 
fnr fundi on it* own account, and ia not in a 
position, even if it ware willing, to render any 
i Sec tie* assitctnea to 'he city. 

Tha relation between the general Govern- 
ment and the sewerage of the metropolis, is a 
question that hi being agitated just at present 
in the mo I her country, and the works in London 
are at a slan istill in consequence of the dispute. 
Ths engineering part of tha question, which 
has long afforded matter rur diiaaraian, 
has been so fnr lettled that all plant for deodori- 
sing the tewsge mattof and transferring it into 
a useful manure being abandoned as impractica- 
ble, it ia decided that the only course is to col- 
lect it and diitbarge it at a point down the river, 
whence it it not likely to relnrn up the stream 
to the city. But then a dispute has arisen ae to 
ihe scale on which the work should be carried 
- ut, Mr. Thwiitm, as chairman of the Metro- 
pnlitan Board of Works, ii laudably anxious tn 
press at lightly aa possible nn the pockru of ths 
rittpayers. He pmpotet to restrict tha under- 
taking within just those limits that are 
absolutely oecitasary. He it fnr including only 
the area that can be tlrictly called metropolitan 
(thouifh tbtt involve* 117 equate tulles), and 
prnpostt only to carry the mailt outlet just 
down to the paint which would prevent the 
return of the sewage milter with the tide. Sir 
Hftij in; % f Ta i.i,, on tha other hand, at Com- 
misiioner of Public Work*, wishes to see e 
ftranrler scheme carried out. He asks that an 
area of not leei than rl'i I square miles ehould ba 
included, and the DqtEall carried down aa far as 
Hea Herat h, Mr. Tnwaiciti adtnita the tupe- 
riotity of the Larger scheme, but aucgeiti 
that it will cost a million. and 
s half sterling more, but says that the rity will 
| coincide with the plan if the general Oovem- 
ment will agree to bear the cii.ru expense. Sir 
KitrMAMiv replies that he cannot encourage 
siirh nn expectation— " he never had ihe glim- 
mering oT audi an idea in his imagination," and 
adds that if tbe Govern rntnt were willing to u 
cede to it, he truoertnin that Pari ism ant would 
never give ite toriiient. Th* rateable yah* ol 
the metropolis it about twelve millions sterling, 
and reckoning tbe cntt uf the grand 
sr-hi'me at five milli >m itcrling, Sir 
Br.K/AMrw urged that a rata of five- 
pence halfpenny in the pound would meet 
il. But Mr. Tnw-iiTB! reminds hint lhat this 
rate it only one among many, and that all the 
ntra expenses of local drainage have to be 
adiied. Sir Ri-jaxi-i inlimaiei that th* Oo- 
t rrrnmeat would eo far lend assistance as to give 
an trnptrial guarantee for the loan the city would 
have to raise, but would do noihing more. And 
so the matter sticks. Mr. Thivaitis will not 
accept Sir Bam A-ix'e scheme, as being un- 
jusiiyoppreifiveonthecity; eudSirBiMJASn* 
will not aaoction Mr. T vt .itx'h plan, at being 
unworthy or the metropolis. The Uovernment 
will not assist lh* eitj, and therefore the city 
will not do more than it can help.

It ii not cW TDlgar and illiterate alone, but the 
faahionable and intelligent, indeed, all deacrip- 
tinna of peiaaua can be four.d worahlpping at the 
ahrine of quackery. The candid and honeat edr ice 
af a rnapeeiahte and talented medical practitioner ia 
often held in cbrriiion, or comidered ralueleai in 
aompaKi ,n with that of an ignorant prete-nder. The 
edueition, atudy, and atlatnateote of the one when in 
the bulanfle will be frequently outweighed by the de» 
llilooa, the tiickery, and empirical adrartiaeoienti of 
the other. But aome empiric* hare even the candour 
letvatt ^heir deception and acknowledge how in tone 
nWiiauro i'i v attain eucoeaa, as the fulluwing incident 
will filiew ' A young man, a. phyaiciaa of cihniiderihle 
learning and ability, resided next ducjr to a quack, who 
WU at thoroughly ignorant of the diaeaeea of the 
human Isody aa the other WM ihilled in|thend, bat who, 
hj a ayatem of puffing, coining and recording cure* 
whieh were alone tho creation q( hia own inventive 
grnius, auccneded in galling the public tea belief in 
Gil cura ive nowHn), and wm thereby driving a pmht- 
able game. The Simon Pu>« one day Baked 
hla ipuritiuj brother how it waa that he 
cnntriTcd to gut io nany palienta, when 10 
few uallod with bin*. "Obi" >aid the nuack 
" 1 will eooo explain that to rot), and now jn*t let ui 
obaerre the Bnt tin people who pMt tbii way." Ac. 
cardiualy, when that number bad paieed, the quick 
■ltd, "Wow, bow many ten ail* people were there 
in thii number," "Sot more than one," laid the 
other. •■ Prwlielrm," remuka lis quack, ■' you get 
that one. Ind I get tho nine."
